16 December 1 955 


1. The National Capital Planning Commission voted today six to four 
against our constructing a building at the Langley site. The cards appear to 
have been pretty well stacked. Although the press attended, CIA was prohibited 
from attending. Congressman Broyhill did not cast Congressman McMillants vote 
but has seven days in which to do so — —presumably for Langley. Fred Pdorman 
of' the Public Buildings Service was absent due to illness; he was denied the 
privilege of casting a deferred vote. Senator Neely, who I understand has 
never attended a single meeting, voted by letter, as did Mr. Lohman, Sheriff of 
Cook County. The Chairman, who normally votes only to break a tie, also cast 
his vote against our locating at Langley. Had Congressman McMillan and Mr. 
Poorman voted for Langley, and had the Chairman refrained from voting except to 
break a tie, -the vote would have been six to five in favor of Langley.
